tion of fire los.ses, and urged 
fire chiefs thruout tlie coun¬ 
try to encourage tlie cam¬ 
paign in their home cum- 
niutiities. 

Their action followed tiiut 
Ihe grading committee of the 
National Fire Waste Ciuiicil, 
uperuting under tiie auspices 
of the U. S. Ciiandier of Com¬ 
merce, in giving credit to 
communities submitting re¬ 
ports of clean up campaigns 
—this in recognititin of the 
importance of keeping prop¬ 
erty clean and in a condition 
wliicti causes it to be respect¬ 
ed, as a means of reducing 
fire hazards. 


Fred W. Anderson, known 
as the “Miracle Mercliarit” of 
Nebraska, started business a 
few years ago with small 
capital.

advertise his business; to ad¬ 
vertise Ids coniunity. He 
ought to go broke."

Beginning the full term, the 
seventh and eighth grades of the 
Sierra Madre grummur school will 
be discontinued. Pupils will there¬ 
after receive the same junior high 
school instruction given pupils 
thruout the Pasadena high school 
district, of which Sierra Madre is 
a part. 

By next fall it is expected the 
new junior high plant will be 
completed on Blanche Street, a 
short distance west of Rosemead 
Avenue. Direct motorbus service 

between Sierra Madre and the 

school has been prumi.sed by the 

board of education. 

In explanation of the junior 
high school system the following 
statement was prepared by Mrs. 
Fletcher White, member of the 

Sierra Madre school board: 

The ideal situation is a local 
high school system. This is of 
course impossible with our dis¬ 
trict valuation at $4,‘J62,53r>, 
whereas we have accommodations 
us part of Pasadena high school 
district with a valuation of $130,- 
055,956. If bonds could be carried 
to provide grounds and buildings, 
our income would not be sufficient 
to supply our maintenance and 
operation needs. 

Since it has been the aim of tlie 
board of trustees to give the chil¬ 
dren of the district the very best 
obtainable from our annual budget, 
spe<!ialists are provided in music, 
art, home econoniics, manual train¬ 
ing, health supervision and a su¬ 
pervising principal. Many other 
.schools of our class require ulter- 
nation of their teachers in tliese 
subjects, with general class work 
and provide only a teaching prin¬ 
cipal. The'rating of our pupils in 
the Pasadena high school has nut 
been what is must to be desired. 
On a percentage analysis from 
records of Pasadena junior high 
pupils and Sierra Madre element¬ 
ary children in the ninth grade, 
last Dniester, we got the following 
report: Of all the grades given 
ill Uie entire school (John Muir 
junior high school): 

23'/c of grades of I’s; 43‘/r of 
grades of 2’s; 28% of grades of 
3's; 6% of grades of 5's. 

Of the 48 pupils from Sierra 
Madre the percentage was as fol¬ 
lows: lO'/c of grades of I’s; 45% 
of grades of 2’s, 30% of grades of

Mr. Mcl.ean spoke on the E'rig- 
iduire, stating that food must be 
kept under fiO deg. E’ulii enlieit, 
ba.sed on U. S. Dept, of Agricul¬ 
ture report. Low teniperature 
will not kill bacteria, hut prevents 
them from multiplying. Bacteria 
use the same elements in the foods 
that the human body needs. 

Mr. Keller .spoke on the use of 
Hydro I’ura and Savex. Mrs. Kate 
Drew V'uuglin gave a most inter¬ 
esting talk on kitchen equipment.

fares was to provide sufficient ad¬ 
ditional revenue with which to 
meet operating expenses and fixed 
charges. .As set forth in that ap¬ 
plication, revenues received have 
been far below a reasonable re¬ 
turn on the investment and our 
only desire is to bring about a 
condition whereby the railway will 
receive sufficient revenue to pay 
its way. 

“W'hile the present fares, and 
even the fares under the original 
application for an increa.se, com¬ 
pare very favorable with the fares 
of other carriers for similar ser¬ 
vice throuout the United States, 
still, many expressions have been 
made by residents and chambers of 
commerce in communities near by 
Los .Angeles of their belief that 
a reduction in the one-way and 
round-trip fares, instead of an in¬ 
crease, would produce a material 
increase in travel volume and a 
like increase of revenue because 
of such volume. 

"The supplemental application 
filed today reiiuests that an en¬ 
tirely new scale of suburban fares 
be provided to points near by Los 
.Angeles, and that the same be 
tried out during the time investi¬ 
gation is going on by the Rail¬ 
road Commission of the orginal 
appication for increased fares, but 
with the distinct understanding 
that if a trial of these fares for a 
leasonable length of time proves 
that they are unsuccessful in ma¬ 
terially increasing traffic volume, 
and that they result in a decrease 
of revenues, that we have permis¬ 
sion to restore the present fares 
without ilelay. 

"Operating results to the Pacific 
Electric Railway have been so i.lis- 
couraging due to privately owned 
automobiles and motor-bus compe¬ 
tition, that it i.s willing to experi¬ 
ment with the lower fares for a 
reasonable length of time, with a 
view of the possibility of working 
out something in the way of de¬ 
creased fares that will not only be 
of a benefit to the railway com¬ 
pany but to the va.st community 
.served by the railway system. 
This plan will either prove or dis¬ 
prove the theory that lower fares 
will produce more business and

was presented to the Board of 
Trustees for their cotisideration us 
to size necessary for our needs. 
The sketch was uccompanied by a 
petition for a bond issue of $50,000 
containing over 250 names, signed 
by members of the following or¬ 
ganizations but not by them offi¬ 
cially: The Chamber of Commerce, 
Woman’s Club, .American Legion, 
and the members of the fire de- 
|l•rtmeIlt, as well as many others. 

1'his petition was ignoreil by the 
other boanl members. It and the 
sketch are official records of our 
city’s business files. 

.My cll'orts in having this peti¬ 
tion considered being fruitless, I 
then suggesteil that the Board call 
a mass meeting to discuss a city 
hall bond issue so that we could 
act acconling to the wishes of the 
majority. This also being ignored, 
I decicied upon, u.sing the press. 

.At the present time, we are pay¬ 
ing olf each vear 
standing bonds. This amounts to 
a saving in the interest atid sink- 
|itig fund of $507.50 per year. A 
$50,()00-dollar 40-year bond issue 
would cost $2,750 per year, which 
amount wouhi inclu<le $2500 inter¬ 
est for the first year and $1250 to 
be paid on the principal during 
the first year, which is equal to 
eleven cents per $100 on our taxes. 

Our expected increase in valua¬ 
tions with a saving of $5(i7.50 ami 
$10>''0 in rents should equal eleven 
cents per $100 in city Uixes. The 
$24,000-d(dlar bond issue would 
cost about one-balf this amount. 

.After a city hall buihling is 
occupied, we would .save $10X0 per 
year in rent. 'I'lie cost then on a 
.$50,000 city hall per year would 
be about $2070. 

If this bond issue of $24,000 is 
defeated, it would be wise to first 
iletermine on a location and then 
the amount nece.ssary to construct 
a building of such size ami beauty 
as will satisfy our needs of today 
as well as tho.se of the future. 

Let us .see what other cities are 
doing. 

Monrovia's administration site is 
about 240 feet by 220 feet. In 
their two buildings already com¬ 
pleted, they have spent $50,000 
without the cost of the above 
property. Their plans for a city 
ball, alreaily drawn, call for an 
expenditure of about $20,000. 


The regular meeting of the Can¬ 
yon Improvement .Association was 
held in the Canyon Club Hou.se on 
Tuesday evening, March $. The 
association had as its guests Mr. 
W. K. Humphries, president, Mr. 
J. M. Campliell, .secretary, of the 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, and Mr. K. W. Buck of the 
city engineer’s stall'. 

Mrs. Lulu Belle Taylor, .secre¬ 
tary of the organization, reports 
that the meeting was given over 
principally to the discussion of 
paving canyon roads. The sup¬ 
port of the chamber of commerce 
was pledgrsl toward the improve¬ 
ment. Mr. Buck stated that the 
City Trustees were in sympathy 
with the project. He also advised 
the organization that in his opin¬ 
ion the only feasible way of ob¬ 
taining the improvement was by 
creating a special assessment dis¬
